Procrastination is the thief of time, and in the case 
of taxes, money as well. So is unawareness of the law. 
A good many California homeowners found this out 
when they failed to file their homeowner’s exemption 
claims by the April 15, 1973 deadline. 

With the exemption for the average homeowner 
now worth $210, this was quite a financial blow. Some 
who lost out simply forgot the deadline; some didn t even 
receive a claim form from the assessor. 

If, liowever, a kindly legislature and governor finally 
make Assembly Bill 198 the law of the state, this human 
error - at both ends of the line will be deprived of 
its sting. The bill provides a second chance for those 
who miss the regular exemption claim deadline. As in 
several other property tax exemption laws, such tardy 
homi'owners would bo allowed 90 per cent of their exemp¬ 
tion if their claim is finally filed before the lien date of 
the following year. 

Not that the now second chance, with its 10 per cent 
penalty, should b(‘ an incentive to protu’astination. Any 
more than what a gooti many California state income 
tax payers are saying is a lack of any mention on form 
540 of the legal final date for filing their 1973 personal 
tax returns. April 15 still is the day of reckoning.

Sun Time Out? 

Icarus, the lengendary Greek, paid dearly for daring 
to fly too close to the sun. His homemade wax and feather 
wings melted and the Aegean swalloyed the pioneer aviator. 

What the fates may have in store for Paul Mullinax, 
no one knows. Paul is, according to the Washington Post, 
“a mild-mannenxl geographer who by day labors anony¬ 
mously somewhere in the depths of the Pentagon.” On 
his own time he soars on wings of imagination in a so 
far lonely fight against the sun’s domination of our time 
keeping.

“The high, traffic count ,up 
1o Chantry Flats make.s it 
unsatisfactory for R-] de¬ 
velopment,” McElwain said. 

On at least three ocCas- 
.‘ions before and after the 
council’s denial, city offi¬ 
cials suggested the pexssi- 
bility of leasing the city 
owned spreading grounds 
between Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard and Grandview Ave. 
for the private tennis cl-.ib. 

McElvv,ain rejected that 
[rossibility as being econo¬ 
mically unfeasible. 

“The tennis club was kind 
of a labor of love,” explained 
McElwain. "VVe found that 
the investment potential 
wasn’t really there.” 

He said that the city 
would probably go without 
tennis facilities if it is left 
tr> private developers. 

“I don’t see much hope of 
anyone building a tennis 
club in Sierra Madre,” Mc- 
Eiwain said.
